places;” that Oceola was in the nation, and had not been 
hurt; that they intended to permit the whites to fight 
about a year longer.

By ih«'68iti chapter of the Revised Ptxtutcs, Sec. 12, u is 
provfded--“Thaf every pci son who shall keep or own miy dog, 
shall cause to bo constantly kept nbout the neck «d such dog, 
a ciillar, with the na nc and place of residcn« e ol such owner 
or keeper legibly marked on the same—and any person may 
kill any «log being wilhouf a cidlur as aforcHaid,” 
An Ordimmce passed by the t'ity Council, December 2fi, 
1825, to re"train the going at large of .fog* within this city, 
provid« * that no dog shall he p- rmilted to go at large or loose
